Where the expenditures of both the North and 
South Summer Highway Departments are greatly in 
excess of their appropriations, this is readily ex- 
plained by the severe washouts with which your 
Commissioners had to contend last summer, as also 
by the several large amounts of money taken from 
the Highway Department appropriations for various 
purposes, whereas it would probably have been more 
proper to raise the necessary money under special 
appropriations. It might also be recalled that where 
money is raised for the various sidewalks built, still

country roads. Although Sanford is better equipped 


than many towns, still the demands on the equip-— | 


ment made by the citizens are greater than can be 
accomplished in the short space of time demanded. 
It was found that the two. tractors used for the 
plowing of the town ways were not sufficient to 
cover the territory in a reasonable time and that 
they did not clean sufficiently near to the road sur- 
face to prevent the formation of ice ruts in the roads. 
For this reason the Selectmen saw fit to purchase a 
scraper plow and truck, thereby releiving one trac- 
tor of the Sanford village plowing and allowing its 
use to clean the country roads a little earlier than 
could be done before. The demand for good winter 


Practi- 
cally all travel, whether for pleasure or for commer- _ 
cial purposes is now done by automobiles and makes 
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roads nowadays is such that at least another outfit 
of this type could be used to good advantage. Bear- 
ing these facts in mind it should be understood that 
the moneys raised by the citizens should be sufficient 
to cover the cost of all expenditures from January 
1st to December 31st, this being the fiscal year of the 
town. 


As Overseers of the Poor we find that the work 
of this department is about equal to one-half the 
work required of the Board. This is rather an un- 
pleasant task owing to the great difficulty in isolating 
the deserving from those cases which do not really 
need town aid. Your officers many times are ap- 
proached for aid by people amply able to care for 
themselves. However, if has been our policy to give 
aid wherever we have found that the same was need- 
ed. We take pleasure in saying: that the Sanford- 
Springvale Public Health Association nurses have 
been of great assistance to your officers in many 
cases where information was necessary for pauper 
relief. They have been found ever ready to co- 
operate with us whenever called upon, either to ob- 
tain and furnish information of whenever sent on an 
emergency case by this office. 


For reasons much the same as those which have 
prevailed for the past few years the appropriation 
of your Poor Department was overdrawn by $3,592.- 
o9, and we would accordingly recommend a larger 
appropriation. 3 

The Dental Clinic was established at the 9dison 
School this year, the special appropriation of $500,- 
00 being a nucleus for a fund raised by the town for 
this purpose and the school children have certainly 
benefited to a great extent as a result thereof. 


A special appropriation was raised at a special 
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town meeting for the replacement of the Sanford 
incinerator and your Selectmen after careful consid- 
eration and extensive investigation, found it practical 
to erect, and did erect a building of fire resisting con- 
struction, this being done entirely within the appro- 
priation and the insurance collected following the 
destruction of the old incinerator. 


Following the receipt of petitions from several 
influential citizens of the town, whilst Mr. Fred 8. 
Sherburne was excavating on Cottage Street Exten- 
sion at the cut on the hill above June Street, it was 
thought feasible to widen the surface of the road be- 
(ween Boyd Street and North Avenue. The narrow- 
ness of this road, to wit, eighteen feet, was such that 
if greatly endangered the lives of pedestrians who 
ventured thereon. The hazard was also greatly in- 
creased from the fact that at the foot of the hill and 
fill was located the Holy Family Church and School, 
and that this road becomes very slippery from ice 
formation during the winter months. Mr. Sher- 
burne has agreed to assume the risk of being paid 
for material and labor used to accomplish this work 
by a vote of the citizens at the next town meeting. 
Atler proper investigation we would strongly urge 
(he payment to Mr. Sherburne of the amount called 
for in the article covering same. 


Anyone who has had access to the town records 
will readily perceive that they are greatly in need of 
indexing. This necessity is, of course, more readily 
felt for records of many years past and we would 
strongly recommend a substantial appropriation for 
an index system. Your Selectmen further recom- 
mend the purchase of snow fence to be placed at 
points in the outlying districts of the town, where the 
drifting df snow over the roads occasions considera- 


SSS - _ 
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ble expense. The cost of this snow fence would be 
small compared to the cost of snow removal. This 
would greatly supplement the work of plowing and 
prevent certain roads in the town from becoming 
practically impassable. 


Whereas much criticism has been heard in the 
past for the failure of the town to own a gravel pit 
of its own, your Selectmen have obtained an option 
on a tract of land very near the town and composed 
of gravel of exceptional quality. This should be 
purchased for the use of the town and would supply 
gravel for all needs for many years to come. We 
strongly recommend the purchase of this land and 
have put an article in the warrant for the coming 
town meeting for this purpose. 


Owing to the enormous cost of the housing and 
repairing of the town’s road equipment it would 
seem adviseable to erect a proper garage and store- 
house to be under the care of a competent mechanic, 
and to be located, if possible, between the two vil- 
Fo so that the town machinery can be properly 

oused and cared for.

The sum of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) 
was voted at the Town Meeting of March 1927 for 
the purpose of correcting, adding names where none 
were shown, etc., indexing and bringing the former 
births in the Town records to a condition for easy 
access, and this money was placed for use of the 
Town Clerk for the purpose named: 


Advise that Miss Jessie Steel was hired for the 
purpose and, until the amount raised was expended, 
brought the records to a condition that is indeed 
commendable. Book “A” 4898 to 1912 has been 
completely card indexed and all missing information, 
names, etc., filled in insofar as it was possible to 
obtain same. You must admit that, wherein a lot of 
the births recorded in this book are without names, 
and are from 25 to 34 years old, it will be impossible 
to furnish all missing information on account of 
the parents removing from the town and the where- 
abouts of the children unknown. 


I wish to extend thanks to the Catholic Parishes 
of this and Springvale Villages for their assistance 
in this work as quite a considerable of the informa- 
tion missing would not have been obtained without 
the assistance by them given and information fur- 
nished.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ENGINEERS OF THE 
SANFORD FIRE DEPARTMENT 


» 


To the Municipal Officers of the Town of Sanford, Me.: 


The Board of Engineers hereby submit their re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1928. 


We have responded to 185 alarms, 33 bell, 137 still, 
12 fire drills, and 3 house calls. In several cases these 
fires could have been taken care of by telephoning the 
Fire Station calling 88. For chimney fires and small 
fires this service is quicker than pulling in an alarm, 
which is unnecessary, when two or three men and one 
piece of fire apparatus could easily take care of such a 
fire. The Board of Engineers strongly urge the use of 
the telephone in such cases. 


The Fire Department has made one thousand four 
hundred seventy-five business’ inspections during the 
year. 


At this time we wish to call to the atténtion of 
our citizens Article 115 of the Town Ordinance passed 
1922 which reads as follows: 


“Whenever any fire apparatus is responding to an 
alarm for fire, drivers of automobiles, or horse-drawn 
vehicles ahead of said apparatus, shall immediately 
drive to the side of the street and STOP. No driver 
of any automobile or other vehicle shall attempt to 
pass any fire apparatus when said apparatus is re- 
sponding to an alarm. Any violation of this ordinance 
shall be subject to a fine of Ten Dollars, to be received 
on complaint.” Most drivers seem to ignore this law. 
They crowd the fire apparatus and get so close to the 
scene of fire that it is almost impossible for the fire- 
men to get there or to perform their duties after they 
arrive. 


Owing to the resetting of new poles by the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company, we have 
had to spend a lot of money changing our Fire Alarm 
System to the new locations. We have also installed

During the past year we deg finished the stair- 
way on the outside of the station, leading to the base- 


ment, also done a lot of work inside the station, oiled 


the bricks, and painted the finish on the outside of the 
building. 


A lot of work has been done on the Fire Alarm- 


System, and what little remains to be done this year 


will put the system in fine shape. We now have 25 
boxes in use, 5 of which were installed this year, Oak 
and Whipple, Reed and Payne, Prospect and Ellsworth, 
Mousam and Frost, and Pine and Dorsey streets. 


At the present time we are planning to connect 
the Sprinkler System of the shoe shops with the Fire 
Station, so that they can get a lower rate of insurance. 


As a fire company, we feel that there are a few 
things that should be put up to the voters. At the 
present time we have two permanent men, and they 
have a day a week off, which leaves the station short 
handed. So we hire a man to cover up on those days. 
We feel it would be for the best interests of the town, 
to have three permanent men. 


We have in this village three large wooden shoe 
shops, which are very dangerous fire hazards, and 
which if destroyed by fire would be a loss hard to re- 
place. They could not be replaced for less than $225,- 
000.00. Owing to their size and the present water 
pressure of the water company, it would be almost im- 
possible to get water enough to handle a large fire in the

During the past year we have had. the moat anny 
_ in the history of the company. Namely 10 Bell Alarms, 
45 Still Alarms, 3 House and 3 Out oN Town calls. A 
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upper floors. We also have a large section at Butler’s 
Corner, down by the Boston & Maine Station, and at 
the upper end of Oak Street which have poor protec- 
tion. 


For these reasons we believe that a 750 gallon 
pumper would be a good:investment for the Town of 
Sanford in this end of the town. In all the large fires 
it is the pumper that does the work, because of the 
amount of water and pressure back of it that can be 
directed at the fire. 


During the past year everything has gone fine 
with the Fire Department, the men and officers have 
worked together for the best interests of the company. 


At this time we wish to thank the men for their 
co-operation, also the Sanford Fire Department for 
their assistance at the Wentworth Estate fire, the 
townspeople for their help at all times, and also we wish 
to thank the Municipal Officers for all that they have 
done. 


Judging from the way people speak about the con- 
dition of the Fire Station at all times, the two perma- 
nent men should feel well repaid for the work they 
have done in keeping it so clean and neat.

Indexing of Old Records 


The sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) was 
voted at the Town Meeting of March, 1928, for clerk 
hire and incidentals for the purpose of completing old 
Vital Statistics and cordifying old town records, card 
indexing, etc., and to draw off all lay-outs of streets 
and highways within the town.

Of the amount raised there is an unexpended bal- 
ance of $297.33, there having been expended to date 
$706.67, the clerk is now working on the very early vital 
statistics and there are two books to complete. 


I would doubt if the unexpended balance would 
completely cover this but will continue the work until 
money is expended and if it is the wish, and it should 
now be done, of the voters to finish this work com- 
pletely would suggest that a small sum be raised for 
the emergency if needed. Iam sure that an inspection 
of the work done will satisfy all that same is an im- 
provement and records are now in condition so that 
if record exists it can easily be found.

TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 
1928 


The 1928 committment of Poll Taxes reached the 
sum total of Twelve Thousand One Hundred Twenty 
($12,120.00) the committment on Real Estate and Per- 
sonal Property reached the sum total of Five Hundred 
Thousand Six Hundred Forty-Two Dollars, Thirty 
Cents, ($500,642.30) making a total assessment of 
Five Hundred Twelve Thousand Seven Hundred Sixty- 
Two Dollars, Thirty Cents, ($512,762.30) an increase 
of Seventy-Two Thousand, Three Hundred Twenty- 
Eight Dollars, Thirty-Eight Cents, ($72,328.38) over 
1927 committment. 


Poll Taxes were collectable May 1st, 1928, and while 
collections were slow it seems to be the proper time for 
this committment, you are bound to lose so many 
however you may try, the abatements were some 
greater than those for 1927, out of 4040 polls it has 
been found necessary for some cause or other to abate 
221, working conditions have caused a great many to 
leave town and some few have been abated for rea- 
son of charity, they having been helped more or less 
by the town they could not have paid and the only 
remedy for this is jail which would have increased 
the amount of help given by the town, it has been, it 
seems, necessary as far back as I can get information 


hy 
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to have a certain many who will not pay until an offi- 
cer comes after them over 600 summons were issued 
this year for poll taxes alone. 


Automobile taxes will continue to be a source of 
trouble to the collector until some new law is adopted 
whereby the tax must be paid before the application 
for plates will be accepted at Augusta, Portland or 
wherever they apply, this method is fair to all and 
will save time and trouble for all concerned including 
the person who owns the car, I was obliged to issue 
975 summons in 1928 for the collection of automobile 
taxes and some of those are still out in hands of con- 
stables. Those that do not pay promptly are not con- 
fined to the so-called poor, I find they will mostly pay 
if they have the money but I still believe that the 
present system is rotten and I have visited several of 
the Collectors of the larger cities and towns in Maine 
and they agree that a change is needed. 


Collections have been hard on real estate for the 
reason of short time in the mills and I would suggest 
that you read the report of the Collector with spe- 
cial reference to balances due this will show you that 
those who own homes are willing and are also trying 
to meet their taxes insofar as their means will alow, no 
man could refuse them this credit they offer what they 
can give and I have taken same even in very small 
amounts and I am optimistic enough to believe they 
will all completely close these accounts as soon as the 
money is available, any business man in town will tell 
you that he has been unable to make his collections to 
date in 1928. 


There are many things that could be said con- 


- cerning this collection of taxes but time and space will 


not permit same.

BENTON PLAYGROUND 


To the Honorepie Board of Selectmen of the Town of 
Sanford: 


The Committee appointed by the Board, having 
completed their duties for the year 1928 beg to submit 
the following report: 


The equipment at the playground is in good order, 
and had been thoroughly cleaned and newly painted be- 
fore the opening on June 14th, 1928. _ Very little money 
has been invested in new equipment, as the committee 
found the present supply adequate. The only new 
supplies being 14 dozen large iron settees for the use 
of the parents who wished to watch the youngsters at 
play. The attendance was good with no accidents re- 
ported. 


It has been drawn to our attention on more than 
one occasion that attendance at the playground pre- 
vents many serious accidents to children who would 
otherwise play in the public streets. Thé cement wall 
has been built which protects the Bernier property, 
also prevents the caving in of the highway on the west 
side of Roberts street. 


The Supervisor, Dr. Clark, and his assistant have 
taken good care of the children’s welfare. We recom- 
mend a suitable sign with name satisfactory to the 
donor Mrs. Emery to be erected at the Roberts St. en- 
trance to the playground. Also recommend that a new 
drinking fountain be placed on the grounds.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Selectmen, Town of Sanford: 
Gentlemen: 


Your Health Officer herewith submits his annual 
report of health work for the year 1928. 


The past year has been a favorable one as far as 
health conditions in Sanford are concerned. 


Although there have been a number of cases of 
communicable diseases in town, there has been no epi- 
demic except during the last five weeks of the year, 
measles has had a mild and short run, however, at the 
beginning of 1929 the prevalence of the disease seems 
to be subsiding. 


There were no cases of smallpox in Sanford. 


Free vaccination was given during the week of 
August 6th, and again during the week of December 
3rd. However, at the present time a large proportion 
of the schoo! children of the town have not been vac- 
cinated. The splendid co-operation of the School De- 
partment, the Sanford and Springvale Public Health 
Association, and the physicians with the Health Of- 
ticer has continued to exist.

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In addition five cases of Diphtheria “Carriers” 
were discovered and quarantined until all danger of 
others contracting the disease from them was past. 


Quarantine of communicable diseases has been main- 
tained and fumigation and disinfection carried out 
where required. 


There were very few complaints of nuisances, 
which were attended to promptly. 


I believe our town will compare favorably with any 
town or city in the State for cleanliness, and as a re- 
sult, flles—which are a menace to health, are becoming 
less numerous each summer. 


The dairies whose milk and cream are sold in town 
have been frequently inspected, and suggestions made 
where advisable. 


Several dairymen, during the past year, have in- 
stalled steam bottle washers and sterilizers, which 
shows they are making a real effort to improve their 
product. 


Many samples of. milk and cream have been ana- 
lyzed, and with only two exceptions, have been found 
up to the legal requirements of the State. During the 
summer and early winter, two Tuberculin Tests were 
given to all cows in this section of the State by the 
State Dairy Division as an endeavor to eliminate Bovine 
Tuberculosis, which is necessary in order to reduce Tu- 
berculosis in humans. 


Samples of water are sent monthly by our two 
Water Companies and by this office when necessity 
arises, to the State Chemical Laboratory for analysis, 
and the reports have been favorable. From my ob- 
servations for several years, it is convincing that the 
Water Companies are ever on the alert to maintain a 
pure water supply. Hotels, restaurants, lunch-wagons, 
stores and markets have been visited occasionally, and 
the sanitary conditions are excellent. The food hand- 
lers have received a medical examination every six 
months. Early last summer oil was sprayed on all 
stagnant bodies of water as a larvicide to eliminate the 
mosquito.

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The garbage was collected once a week with only 
one complaint, which was due to a misunderstanding. 


The incinerators and town dumps are controlled 
perfectly. 


With the assistance of Miss Myrtle V. Fletcher, 
School Nurse, every pupil in the Public and Parochial 
schools of Sanford and Springvale, has received a phy- 
sical examination and the parents were notified of the 
defects. 


A detailed report of our work in this line will ap- 
pear in the section devoted to the School Department. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation 
of the assistance of Miss Fletcher, the school nurse, 
and of the co-operation of the Selectmen, Superinten- 
dent of Schools, the physicians and the citizens in gen- 
eral. - |

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN, ASSESSORS, AND 
OVERSEERS OF THE POOR : 


To the Voters of Sanford: 


In submitting the Town Report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1928 we have endeavored to give a 
detailed report of the expenditures according to Chap- 
ter 4, Section 45, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


It has been our aim to carry out the votes of the 
people and to keep within the appropriations as nearly 
as possible. However, the June Street appropriation 
was largely overdrawn for the following reasons, name- 
ly: To conform with the hospital grade we had to lower 
the grade two feet in depth from Cottage Street to 
Sherburne Street, fifty feet wide. This was a very ex- 
pensive job. Then we constructed a sidewalk from the 
hospital drive to Cottage Street. This expenditure 
seemed advisable by making a durable and sightly en- 
trance to the Henrietta D. Goodall Memorial Hospital. 
We believe this money was well spent. 


The overdraft on the Summer Highway was due 
to the roads being in a very bad conditions when the 
snow went off in the spring, and it was a costly job to 
repair them. The continual wet weather made it nec- 
essary to repair them at short intervals throughout the 
summer. There was about double the traffic over the 
country roads as compared with past years. 


The condition of our sewer system needs imme- 
diate relief, and we should raise money for this pur- 
pose to the exclusion of other requests, except those 
of absolute necessity. The sewer that runs under the 
Goodall Worsted Mill boiler house should be changed, 
for it is giving much trouble. The surface water on 
both Pearl Street and June Street should be cared for, 
as it is causing much damage to property on these 
respective streets. The surface water on North Street 
makes the street impassable at certain times of year, 
as well as being a source of expense to property owners. 
We believe that Fifty Thousand Dollars should be 
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raised for sewers this year, to be expended where most 
needed according to the new sewer plans. 


Much credit is due the Goodall Worsted Com- 
pany who widened and improved High Street by re- 
moving the car track and paving the street with as- 
phalt, also constructing a concrete sidewalk from River 
Street to Spruce Street. 


In conclusion we wish to thank everyone for the 
courtesies shown us, also each and every department 
for cooperation received. We especially wish to men- 
tion the assistance rendered us by the Public Nurses, 
and we regret the loss of Miss Myrtle Fletcher, who 
made every effort to assist us and aid the people.

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ANNUAL ‘REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE | 


To the Citizens of Sanford: 


Your school committee beg leave to submit the 
following report concerning the schools of Sanford for 
the year ending December 31, 1928. 


REPAIRS 


During the past year an unusual amount of repair 
work has been done on the school buildings. The en- 
tire top floor of the Edison School has been finished 
and furnished. The coping and parapet at the Ham- 
lin School were such a menace to the safety of the chil- 
dren that they were both taken down and rebuilt in a 
safe permanent manner. The Longfellow School was 
reshingled, and minor repairs made in the other build- 
ings. 


TEACHERS 


Several of our teachers were married last spring, 
but the supply of teachers was so large that it seemed 
best to your committee to hire only Normal graduates 
with at least one year’s experience. This has worked 
very well, and we feel that our schools have been de- 
cidedly successful during the past year. 


All the accounts have been watched carefully 
enough so that there have been no overdrafts, but the 
Evening School and Industrial Education accounts will 
need larger appropriations. 


TEACHER TRAINING COURSE 


Sanford has lost several good teachers because 
they could not get the benefit of further training in 
service. Educational ideas and measurements have 
changed so rapidly during the past five years that it 
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seemed best to your committee, since Sanford teachers 
could not attend either Harvard or Boston University 
to bring the Boston University-Harvard Extension 
Course to Sanford. 


There is one school matter that should be given 
serious consideration. That is the fact that we have 
only four rooms for all the pupils on the East side of 
the river. This has required the transferring one 
grade and many pupils from other grades from the 
Roosevelt to other buildings. This has caused hard- 
ship this year and will soon bring us face to face with 
an utter impossibility.

the Sorbonne at Paris for the remainder of the year. 
Their places have been taken by Mary N. Brock and 


Elliott Small, both of whom are doing good work. 
Willis Littlefield resigned during the summer, and his 
place is being filled in a very satisfactory manner by 
Linwood Wren, 


Four of our high school teachers spent last sum- 
mer abroad. Arthur Sager as a member of the Olym- 
pic team, while Ronald Bridges, Blanche Philbrick, and 
Grace Earle spent the summer abroad in travel and 


study. Doris Cummings was changed from a practice 


teacher to a full time teacher in the Commercial de- 
partment with full charge of the school records. _ : 

There were several changes in the elementary 
teaching force last fall, as a number of teachers wished 
to be married during the summer. Rena J. Goding, 
Marjorie Whitehead, Louise Burr, Florrie Wright, 
Mary Ferguson, Lilla Barker, Ruth Lowell, and Ste- 
phanie Randall were added to our force, and several of 
the teachers who had been with us before were 
changed to places where we felt they could do more 
effective work. 
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Last year we Seana the results of the Reading 
tests. This year the work has been extended to other 
subjects and the teachers are becoming more inter- 
ested and skillful in this line of work on account of the 
course given by Professor Blair under the auspices of 
the Harvard-Boston University Extension work. 
Fifty-five teachers are taking this course every week, 
and the results are being shown in the daily work in 
the class rooms. 


REPAIRS 


The School Committee has mentioned in its re- 
port, the major repairs that were made last summer. 
It is interesting to note that these repairs were made 
by Sanford labor and not only were better results ob- 
tained, but also several thousand dollars were saved 
over the lowest bids furnished by outside contractors. 


I personally wish to express my appreciation for 
the courtesy and friendly cooperation of all the local 
men who worked on these jobs. It was a pleasure to 
work with them. 


Next summer much work will be needed on the 
High School building. The windows on the outside 
are in need of putty and paint, and there is a great 
need of paint and varnish on the inside. 


OUTSIDE MUSIC 


Late this fall we decided to try an experiment 
that seems to work decidedly well in other localities. 
We engaged Frederick K. Levigne to start instruction 
in instrumental music in the public schools. 


Each pupil who elects this work is expected to 
procure his own instrument, but the instruction is paid 
for by the school department. At present Mr. Levigne 
is conducting violin classes for the grades, a junior 
grade band,-a high school band and a girl’s mandolin 
club at the high school. We have hopes that this may 
develop into something decidedly worth while. 


=e 
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CONCLUSION 


I feel that we can report a year of real school pro- 
gress, a year of effort and hard work. No one could 
ask for a more pleasant task than I have been privi- 
leged to enjoy—namely to serve as Secretary of the 
School Committee. 


During the whole year there has been an entire 
lack of friction. Each problem has been discussed 
carefully, frankly and often with different points of 
view, but one motive was the deciding factor with the 
whole board—the best interests of the children of San- 
ford. 


Every one knows how friction slows down a ma- 
chine, but friction inside the governing board of a 
school system, not simply slows down but absolutely 
destroys educational success and progress. 


In behalf of the entire school system, I wish to 
express our appreciation for the cooperation and help 
of the officials, parents, pupils, and general public, 
without which the year could not have been so success-. 
ful and pleasant..

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. James A. Hamlin 
Superintendent of Schools 
Sanford, Maine 


Dear Sir: 


I beg herewith to submit to you my fourth annual 
report of the Sanford High School. 


Last June we graduated a class of fifty-seven 
which had been noted all through its course for a very 
high standard of scholarship. From this class seven- 
teen have gone forward to higher institutions of learn- 
ing and others will go in another year. 


The total registration this year has been 410. This 
was much larger than expected. There was a large 
Freshman class, and numerous additions to the upper 
classes. A rather distinctive feature of the registra- 
tion has been the large number of tuition pupils from 
out of town. These number about forty at the present 
time. We have had the usual number drop out of 
school on account of work, sickness, and inability to 
do the school work. Thirty to forty disappear from 
our school every year for various causes. 


There have been few changes in the teaching force. 
Miss Emery and Miss Bridges are absent on leave. 
Miss Emery is studying at Columbia and Paris, and 
Miss Bridges is working for her A. B. Degree at Co- 
lumbia. Mr. Storer was obliged to ask for leave of 
absence at the end of the fall term, and he will not be 
back until spring. In the places of these teachers, we 
have Miss Brock in the English Department, Mr. Small 
in the Mathematics Department, and Mr. Ames in the 
Science Department. Mr. Small is proving his value 
as a coach in basketball, and will coach baseball in the 
spring. 


The outstanding change in the course of study this 
year is the placing of physical training on the same 
basis as the other subjects of the school curriculum. 
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Physical training is now required of freshmen, sopho- 
mores, and juniors for five full periods a week. The 
same credit is given for this work as is given for any 
other subject not involving outside preparation. I have 
watched Mr. Sager’s work with the boys and Miss 
Nichols’ with the girls with a great deal of interest, 
and I feel that this is a very valuable work. Incidental- 
ly, I would point out that the gymnasium, which repre- 
sents a substantial investment on the part of the town 
and which was formerly not used more than ten per 
cent of the time, is now being used ninety per cent of 
the time or practically at capacity. We need a new 
gymnasium which should be about four times the size 
of the present gymnasium to properly care for our work 
and give us adequate shower, dressing, and locker 
rooms. 


Another course introduced last fall, which I feel 
has been very successful, is the course in Musical 
Appreciation conducted by Miss Frohock. Some fifty 
pupils have taken advantage of this work, which I 
believe is of considerable cultural value. It has been 
questioned if the time is not ripe to consider placing 
drawing in the same category with music for another 
year. 


Another change this year which I regard as most 
important has been the segregating of pupils, especially 
in English, Mathematics, French, and Latin, into 
groups that are traveling at different speeds according 
to their several abilities. This is a further development 
along the lines of fitting the school to the pupil. I 
have checked over this work with the teachers very 
carefully, and I am pleased with the actual results 
and the spirit shown by the pupils in these courses. 
This method is developing a sense of individual respon- 
sibility on the part of the pupil that was badly lacking 
before. To supplement and complete this plan, I would 
recommend that a six-weeks’ summer session of the 
school be established with courses in English, Mathe- 
matics, French, and Latin in order that those students 
who have been obliged to do their work more slowly 
during the year may have an opportunity to complete 
their year’s work. We have not allowed these pupils 
to fail this year. Other years many of them have 
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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF VOCATIONAL TRAIN- 
ING ° 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report of Vo- 
cational Training as given in the Sanford Public 
Schools. 


Equipment has been added to grade school shops. 
Two machines in the woodworking shops at the Emer- 
son School have been obtained. A fairly complete 
equipment for sheet-metal working has been added to 
be used in both the Emerson School and the Hamlin 
School. A room has been built in the basement of the 
Emerson School by students to be used as a sheet-metal 
shop. 


The Industrial Arts course in the high school is 
of two years’ duration as in the past. Mr. Linwood 
Wright, a graduate of the University of New Hamp- 
shire who took Mr. Littlefield’s place, has strengthened 
the course in the first two years. A new hand-saw and 
a surfacer have been BOHRA to the wood-shop equip- 
ment. 


A Smith-Hughes Textile Course is given in the 
last two years of high school. This course has the 
approval of State and Federal authorities, and the 
financial aid from both sources is substantial. 


The Home Economics Course is of four years’ dur- 
ation. Miss Grant is now a full time teacher in this 
department. Four new cooking table units have been 
added, making this room very well equipped. 


State and Federal aid is given for certain phases 
of Home Economics Courses in the grade schools and 
the high school. 


All of the courses have shown a healthy growth 
both in equipment and in the numbers who take them. 

The enrollment in the Evening School this year is 
about the same as that of last year, the vocational 
courses being in the lead over those in Americaniza- 
tion. Three classes in Americanization which have 
met in the past across the river, now hold their classes 
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in the evening school. This makes for much better 
organization and results. 


Credit is now given in night subjects toward a 
high school diploma. By taking advantage of these 
courses, the boy or girl who has left school for eco- 
nomic reasons can complete his high school course and 
be graduated. This should appeal to an increasingly 
large number who have left high school after one or 
two years’ work. State and Federal aid is received for 
all courses that are given in the Evening School. 


I wish to express my appreciation to all of my co- 
workers for their fine co-operation in this work; and 
also to the townspeople and the school board for their 

part in our growth.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ENGINEERS OF THE 
SANFORD FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Municipal Officers of the Town of Sanford, Me.: 


The Board of Engineers of the Sanford Fire De- 
partment hereby submit their Teron ee the year 
ending December 31, 1929: 


The Department has responded to 194 ate 40 
bell, 138 still, 4 house calls and 12 fire drills. Forest 
fires were more numerous than for several years prior 
to 1929 owing to the extreme dry condition of the 
woods; the Department had 1,111 4-5 hours of forest 
fire fighting within the town, this caused an expendi- 


ture of $589.50, (being $555.90 for pay and Pee 60 for ~ 


food for the men hired). 


A Forest Pumper was purchased May 27, 1929 and 
at the Fuller fire this pumper more than paid for its 
cost ($451.25) in the amount of timber saved. It was 
operated 21 hours at various forest fires and could have 
been used at many other fires to which it was taken had 
there been water available. It is a valuable asset to 
the department. In addition to using the pumper 1,225 
gallons of chemical were used at forest fires. 


Owing to damage to fire hose in 1928 by acid, from 
an unknown source, it was necessary for the retiring 
board of Engineers to expend $1,000.00 of the 1929 ap- 
propriation to replace same, also to expend $1,109.75 
for other necessary incidentals, or a total of $2,109.75, 
leaving a balance of $4,890.25 of the 1929 appropria- 
tion of $7,000.00 on April 1, 1929. The unusual heavy 
expenditures for forest fires and necessary incidentals 
have, for 1929, caused a deficit of $1,045.13. 


Your equipment at the Fire Station is in excellent 
condition due to the care given by the permanent fire- 
men to whom the Board of Engineers extend their 
thanks. These men have also made 1,000 business in- 
spections during the year 1929. 
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Advise that it will be necessary to expend some 
‘amount of money for necessary repairs and replace- 
ments in your fire alarm system. Many of the boxes 
are worn or burned out and have been repaired until 
they will stand no more. Many of the wires should be 
removed to avoid high tension wires and more conduit 
laid in many places. This is really serious and would 
suggest that not less than $2,000.00 be raised by sepa- 
rate appropriation in 1930, to be expended as far as 
the amount will go and this will not completely correct 
the system and put it out of danger of failing to oper- 
ate. This is one of the vital parts of your fire protec- 
tion system and should not be neglected any longer. 
Two (2) new boxes have been added to the system dur- 
ing 1929, 292 at Upper Main and 472 on Sherburne 
Street near Highland Avenue. 


Your Board of Engineers again extend thanks to 
the permanent firemen for the clean condition, at all 
times, of the station and equipment, also their attend- 
ance to their duties. They extend thanks to the officers 
and members of the department for their loyalty to 
duty and services rendered during the year. 


Thanks is also extended to the Springvale and 
Sanford Mills Fire Departments for assistance rendered 
and their ever being ready to respond when needed.

In jockany over the past year’ Ss yociea of acne 4 
we find it was one of the largest in number, 93 in all. 


But out of this large number, only seven of them were : : 
bell alarms; the rest came in by telephone. Only one 


of the bell alarms was for a chimney fire, and the com- 
pany feels that the people are to be congratulated in 
the calmer way they take things, instead of calling out 
_ the whole company for a chimney fire as they did many 
times a few years ago. 


The fire loss for the past year was only $600.00 
- which is one of the smallest amounts for any year. In 
attending all fires, small or large, the firemen are very — 
careful about spoiling property or doing any more dam- 
age than necessary. 


One unfortunate occurrence this past year was the 
accident to Harry Austin, who broke his leg badly 
while at Fire Drill. It has been over six months since 
it happened, and he is just getting around. This is 
the second serious accident for the town in the past 
two years. Last year it was George Stackpole, Road 
Commissioner. The town is now carrying insurance 
on all employees. The overdraft on the Springvale — 
Fire Department Incidental account is due to expense 
in connection with Mr. Austin’s accident. 


While the company feels that it would be a good 
investment for the town to buy a pump for the Spring- 
vale Station, owing to business conditions we have not 
deemed it advisable to ask for one this year. 


We have been considering the purchase of a Casco 
chassis, which has all standard parts. The chassis can 
be purchased very reasonably at this time. It is 
thought that the body and chemical tank could be taken 
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from the old Robinson truck and in a year or two a 500 
gallon Northern Pump installed on the truck. At the 
present time we are waiting to hear from the factory 
as to just what can be done. 


During the past year all of Pleasant Street has 


been rewired, replacing the old wire that was put in 


about 30 years ago, and was in bad shape. The com- 
ing year it is planned to replace some more of the old 
wire, install a box near the Hamlin School, and do other 
small odd jobs that will put the Fire Alarm system 
in first class condition. 


At the last annual town meeting it was voted to 
have one more permanent man, and Irving L. Skillin 
was appointed. The permanent men are now Corydon 
Goodwin, Irving L. Skillin and Chas. Winslow. George 
Merrill resigned in the fall to accept a position in the 
shoe shop. We feel that too much cannot be said in 
praise for the way the men take care of the Fire Sta- . 
tion and apparatus. 


In closing we wish to thank the members of the 
company for their loyal support, to the citizens of the 
town and municipal officers for the interest they have 
shown, and to the Sanford and Sanford Mills Depart- 
ments for always being ready to answer a call for 
assistance.

TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 
1929 


The 1929 committment of Poll Taxes reached the 
sum total of Twelve Thousand One Hundred Eight 
($12,108.00) Dollars, the committment on Real Estate 
and Personal Property reached the sum total of Four 
Hundred Fifty-Five Thousand Eight Hundred Eighty- ¢ 
Two Dollars, Forty-Five Cents ($455,882.45) making 
a total assessment of Four Hundred Sixty-Seven 
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Thousand Nine Hundred Ninety Dollars, Forty-Five 
Cents ($467,990.45) a decrease of Forty-Four Thou- 
sand Seven Hundred Seventy-One Dollars, Ninety-Five 
Cents ($44,771.95) from 1928 Committment. 


Poll Taxes were committed, as in prior years, May 
— Ast, 1929, collections were slow on account of unemploy- 
ment and removals from the town to obtain work, it 
has been necessary to abate, out of 4,036 polls com- 
mitted, 308 poll taxes and there are now 40 summons 
in hands of officers for collection, many of the delin- 
quents are out of employment and to employ the full 
extent of the law would only make more expense for the 
town, without question it will be necessary to ask for 
some abatements in the number now uncollected, there 
are some residents that it will be necessary to collect 
poll taxes from by officer as long as they are residents 
of the town. | 


Automobile taxes were as usual a source of trouble 
about 800 summons being issued for same. They must 
ride but hate to pay the tax. This has been taken care 
of for future years by the Excise Tax Law passed at 
the last session of *your Legislature. This does not 
lessen the work in this office but is satisfying to the col- 
lector as if they are riding they have settled their tax. 
1,162 automobile taxes for year 1930 were paid to, and 
including, December 31, 1929. 


Payments of real estate taxes by owners has been 
a problem this year, work being scarce and many rents 
vacated, I have accepted any payment, large or small, 
that the owner could make but was obliged to advertise 
280 parcels of real estate (Resident) on December 21, 
1929. Note list of balances due, this will, I am sure, 
show you that the owners are trying to meet their 
taxes. 


Rumors have reached this office relative to the col- 
lection of fees as allowed by vote of the town to be kept 
and used for the payment of the clerk hire in this office. 
I have reported to the Finance Committee each year 
the amount of fees, licenses, etc., collected but no report 
has ever been made in the Town Report as I could 
locate nowhere that it had ever been done. 
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For the benefit of the citizens I will hereby report 
that the only year that any fees were collected that 
were in excess of the money spent were in 1927, when > 
I had collections of $1,175.00 and my expenditures for 
clerk hire were $1,100.00. For the year 1929 this office 
collected in fees for licenses, etc., $858.59 to which is 
added $300.00 raised at the Town Meeting, making the 
total $1,158.59 received from all sources. I pay my 
clerk $1,000.00 per year and have expended $200. 00 | 
for help other than my clerk and have paid personally 
$41.41 for salary to date, that was out of. my own 
pocket. Since holding this office I have never ren- 
dered a bill for the recording of Vital Statistics, other 
than: marriage licenses which are payable when issued 
and are included in the amount shown as received. I 
make the above statement in fairness to myself and to 
show the citizens that I have not made any money other 
than my regular salary while in this office.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 


Mr. Anson Quint, Chairman 
Board of Selectmen 
Sanford, Maine 


At the time of election of officers in March 1929 
the Audit of the Town Records from the beginning of 
the year to date of election had been completed and the 
audited warrants, 1 to 9, were on file. The same sys- 
tem of preparing weekly warrants, auditing bills and 
payrolls before payment has been continued and a sum- 
mary of each week’s orders has been published in both 
of the local papers so that all citizens might be in- 
formed of the expenditures of the town week by week. 
With one exception, all bills paid by the town this year 
have had the approval of the auditor. 


Some changes have been made in the methods of 
handling the details of the acocunts in the Selectmen’s 
office. Bond and Coupon Registers have been installed 
in the treasurer’s department. All bond accounts have 
been verified with the trustees. 
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During the year the system of handling the orders 
for the poor department has been revised. A duplicate, 
numbered order is issued for each purchase in this de- 
partment. The merchant is required to return the 
original order with his bill. This original order is 
filed with the bill and the duplicate is stamped “paid.” 


The collection of old taxes has been checked in 
detail in the Tax Collector’s office and the collections 
for the current year proven in total. There is no rec- 
ord of fees received in the Town Clerk’s office. 


The work sheets have been kept during the year in 
double entry form. The balances in the Town Report 
were set up as of January 1, 1929. This set of work 
sheets has been posted and balanced. | 


The Tax Deeds for 1928 and 1929 were checked 
while preparing the annual report. From this work, I 
am led to believe that the total which has been carried 
in the Town Reports needs adjusting I therefore, ad- 
vise that a special audit be made of the Tax Deeds and a 
list be prepared showing the cost of ail property now 
ee by the Town which has been acquired by bidding 
in taxes. 


There is a suggestion that I would like to make in 
connection with the operation of the poor department. 
While the Selectmen investigate applications for aid 
and restrict grocers in the kinds of foods which may 
be sold on poor orders, there is, nevertheless, a big 
problem in this department. In order to handle this 
properly and be certain that fair allowances be made 
for illness and unusual conditions and that undeserving 
cases be apprehended, I most seriously urge the em- 
ployment of a woman to investigate cases, supervise 
the expenditure of the funds and render other assist- 
ance to needy families. This woman should be a full 
time, trained welfare worker. I believe she would save 
money for the Town and would do much good in the 
families with which she came in contact. 


The work of the town would be handled very much 
more efficiently if the office of the Town Treasurer 
could be maintained in the Town Hall. The salary of 
the Town Treasurer is not sufficient to enable him to 
hire an office and to employ a clerk. If you will stop 
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to consider the number of entries necessary to record 
‘all income and each check paid for the. year, you will 
realize that clerical assistance is seg ipie for the 
Town Treasurer. 


I would like to call to the attention of the citizens 
of the Town of Sanford the fact that, under the pres- 
ent arrangements, the Clerk of the Selectmen is not 
able to obtain an adequate vacation. I cannot speak 
too highly of the diligence and ability of our present 
Clerk, Mrs. Marion Roberts.

The demand for nursing service seems to be in- 
creasing each year, there being 2,684 more visits made 
during 1929 than 1928. Due to repeated illnesses in 
families, and lack of employment, a great deal of the 
nursing work must be carried out free of charge. 
Whenever possible, parents are urged to insure them- 
selves and their children with some insurance com- 
pany, in order that they may have the nursing service 
when necessary. 


A Dental Clinic held once a week at the Edison 
School dental room has shown many gratifying results 
among the school children in general. It is hoped that 
this clinic will create a desire among all the children to 
care for their teeth, not only as children, but through 
adult life. Through the cooperation of the Child 
Health Educative Service, which is associated with the 
Maine Public Health Association at Augusta, valuable 
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literature regarding dental care has been placed in 
some of the schools and given to children who attend 
the Dental Clinic. 


Through the efforts of the Searchlight Club, a Milk 
Fund has been established, which enables the under- 
weight children, who are unable to pay the amount of 
twenty cents a week, to have this milk free during the 
school hours. Many of the Clubs and Organizations of 
Sanford have contributed generously to this appeal. 


“Health,” as defined by Theodore Roosevelt, “‘is a 
result of what nature gives you plus what you give 
yourself.” Many children have had the best kind of 
a start in life. Others are not so strong, so that 
through such projects as the Dental Clinic, the Baby 
Clinic, held once a week, the main purpose of which 
is to weigh and measure the babies, instruction visits. 
to well babies in their homes, and Tuberculosis con- 
tacts, it is hoped that many diseases may be prevented, 
better health promoted, the span of life lengthened, and 
the community made better and healthier.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Selectmen, Town of Sanford: 


Gentlemen : The Health Officer of Sanford re- 
spectfully submits the following report of health work 
for the year 1929. 


As in former years the medical profession, the 
Sanford and Springvale Public Health Association and 
the School Department have shown a willingness to co- 
operate with the Health Officer which has done much 
to accomplish good results. 


During the month of January and the first half 
of February, Sanford did not escape the evil of the 
epidemic of Influenza that had previously spread across 
ne country from the Pacific coast to the Atlantic 
shores. 


We had many more cases reported than any other 
town or city in the State and I do not believe all of the 
cases were reported, as some did not have a doctor. 


The doctors reported every night to this office the 
number of new cases they treated daily, thereby 
keeping your health officer informed to the extent of 
the prevalence of the disease. During the week ending 
Jan. 19th, there were 418 cases reported. On Sunday, 
Jan. 20th, 26 cases, and on Monday, Jan. 21st 77 cases. 


On Tuesday, Jan. 22nd, in an endeavor to check 
the epidemic, an order was issued from this office to 
close all schools, theatres, pool and billiard rooms, 
dance halls and lodge meetings until further notice. 


The cooperation of the people with this edict was 
wonderful. There is no doubt that influenza is com- 
municable by contagion, and therefore, the less that 
persons who are suffering from the symptoms of the 
disease attend public assemblies, the more the public 
health is protected. On Monday, Jan. 28th,-the ban 
was revoked. The type of the disease was mild, yet 
there were a few severe cases and some were compli- 
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cated with pneumonia. During the first three months 
of the year we had a large number of measles and 
pneumonia. 


‘COMMUNICABLE DISEASE CONTROL § | 


During the year contagious diseases were reported 
with the usual promptness by the physicians of a 
ford and Springvale. 


The quarantine regulations of the State Depart- - 
ment of Health were enforced and, when required by 
these ordinances, the premises were placarded and 
fumigation and disinfection carried out when advis- 
able.

There were 238 Biclogical cultures examined for 
the purpose of discovering “carriers” of germs of dis- 
ease.

Rooms at the Town Hall on Aug. 5th and 6th. 


There were several complaints of nuisances which 
were promptly corrected. 


Early last summer crank-case oil was Sprayed on 
surface of all stagnant bodies of water in town, to 
eliminate the mosquito. 
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Boarding houses, restaurants, lunch-wagons, 


_ stores and markets are inspected frequently and san- 


itary conditions are of a high standard. 


The food handlers have received a medical exam- 
ination every Six months. 


Samples of milk and cream are iercienr is, Tie 
lected from the stores and vehicles of the dairymen and 
analyzed and have been pe found clean and of a 


good quality. 


Every herd of cows whose milk or cream is sold 
in Sanford is Tuberculin Tested once a year. 


There has been no disease that could be traced to 
the public water, ice, milk or food supply. 


The garbage is collected once a week. The incin- 
erators and town dumps are controlled in perfect order. 


There was one arrest on a charge of selling de- 
cayed bananas. 


During the year, there have been many calls by 
local physicians for laboratory supplies of various 
kinds furnished by the State Department of Health 
Ee distributed from this office. pales

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN, ASSESSORS, AND 
OVERSEERS OF THE POOR 


To the Voters of Sanford: 


_ In submitting our report for 1929 we wish to call 
attention to certain phases of the year’s work. 

The roads and streets were in very poor condition 
last spring, owing to the open winter of 1928-9. This 
condition made scarifying necessary, and, in turn, two 
applications of tarvia to prevent breaking up the fol- 
lowing winter. 

We call attention to the installation of sewers 
with considerable pride, as a saving of approximately 
Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) was realized. This 
was made possible by having the work done by towns- 
men under the supervision of Freeman W. Brierley. 
The appropriations in the sewer department were 
much under any estimates given us by construction 
companies, and even then substantial balances were 
shown. 

_ The relief of poor has been a heavy burden to the 
town. We do not apologize for the overdraft on this 
account, for we feel that we have been as economical 
as possible under the existing circumstances. Children 
must not be allowed to starve or go without necessary 
clothes. It is a difficult matter to segregate the de- 
serving applicants from the undeserving, but we wish 
to assure the voters that we have endeavored to render 
aid only where urgently needed. Unless business con- 
ditions improve locally, it will be necessary to enlarge 
the relief account. 

In accordance with the vote taken at the last 
annual town meeting, we have made formal claims to 
the three bonding companies for uncollected taxes for 
the years 1923-24-25, and the matter is now under their 
consideration. 

We hereby extend thanks to individuals and de- 
partments for courtesies shown us, and cooperation

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Sanford: 


Your school committee beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing concerning the schools of Sanford for the year 
ending December 31, 1929. 


FINANCIAL 


Your school officials explained to the finance com- 
mittee last spring that the appropriations recom- 
mended would not run the schools without a deficit, but 
it seemed best to use some of the balances and ask for 
smaller amounts than we had in years past. This 
policy met with their approval. We have challenged 
every dollar expended, yet our balance January 1, 1930 
in the three accounts grouped by law, Common School, 
High School, and Text Books and Supplies, is $4,130 
less than it was last:year. However, as we still have 
a balance of over $4,000 in these accounts, is seems 
wise to us under the present industrial conditions to 
use up our reserve and again ask for appropriations 
smaller than we shall have to use. If this reeommenda- 
tion is followed, we will be fortunate if any balance 
exists next year, and after this year larger appropri- 
ations will have to be made. . 


The changes made in the teaching force and the 
money spent for equipment and repairs will be fully 
taken up in the report of the Superintendent of Schools. 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintendent School Committee of the Town 
of Sanford: | 


I herewith submit to you and to the citizens of 

_ Sanford this report concerning your public schools, 

b this being the thirty-first in the series of annual reports 
| from the Superintendent of Schools of this town. 


KDUCATION 


“Education is not simply teaching children to read 
and cipher. Real education means teaching children 
to be clean in body and mind, active, honest, and useful. 
Facts cannot be neglected, for they are the raw ma- 
terial with which instruction deals. But facts are the 
means, not the end in themselves.” | 


Ability is the goal, and facts are presented simply 
to make the pupil forceful, unselfish, self-supporting, 
and self-respecting. A man may be able to describe 
the life of every statesman, yet if he cannot realize 
what acts of theirs made the present great, and what 
acts of ours will make the future greater, history will 
not be especially beneficial. Information can never 
make one great. One can grow only by putting into 
practice the knowledge gained about the mistakes as 
well as the successes of the past. In short correct liv- 
ing is much more important than mere academic sub- 
ject matter. Correct living, however, cannot be built 
on ignorance. With the rapid changes in the average 
American home and unavoidable decrease in home du- 
ties, there naturally follows an increased amount of 
leisure time. How this leisure time shall be spent is 
an important part of the duty of the home, if the 
school is to succeed. If time drags too heavily children 
often accept the wrong pastime. The street corner 
educates, the poolroom educates, the automobile, the 
dance hall, the movies, and too much spending money 
all educate. I feel that there is a real danger in Am- 
erica of worshipping merely the gods of Pleasure and 
Passion.

I fear that we have too much soft food, too many 
soft clothes, too many over heated rooms, too many 
bright lights, and too many easy riding automobiles. 


Happy is the boy in these days of ease who is 
trained, not only to endure, but to even enjoy the bangs, 
bumps, and bruises of the football field. 


Very many of our school failures and social prob- 
lems are caused by an entire ignoring of what children 
do with their ever increasing leisure time. This is a 
problem that every parent needs to consider very care- 
fully, for while the Sanford pupils as a whole are an 
unusually clean, fine type of boys and girls, they will 
not remain so without loving care and strict super- 
vision. 

TEACHERS 


We were very glad to welcome back to the faculty 
of the high school Doris Bridges and Helen Emery, both 
of whom spent last year in advanced study. The course 
in conversational French given by Georgette Johnson 
has again proved its worth as a supplement to the 
strong course given by Annie Bailey, the head of the 
Department. 


A new course in Public Speaking, Oral English, and 
Dramatics is being tried out this year under the direc- 
tion of Marjorie Vallely, and is meeting with fine suc- 
cess. 


A new sub-master as head of the Science Depart- 
ment, and a new instructor who also helps in the Physic- 
al Education Department are both making good. Ithel 
Prescott and Justin Nunan have surely made places 
for themselves in Sanford High School. 


Alfreda Eaton is doing excellent work in the Home 
Economics Department. 


This fall found only four new grade teachers, Har- 
riet Osborn, Eva Ford, Dorothy Dolley, and Bernice 
Libby. Miss Libby took the place of Eleanor Walker 
at Mount Hope when Miss Walker was transferred to 
the Hamlin School. All these teachers are making 
good in their new positions. 


Sanford has just reason to be proud of her teach- 
ing foree.

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REPAIRS, INSURANCE, AND EQUIPMENT 


Every year the insurance bill amounts to $1,500. 
This year it seemed best to spend considerable money — 
for permanent equipment, especially for the high school 
cafeteria and machinery and double benches for the 
woodworking department. Minor repairs have been 
made in all the buildings, but the largest amount of 
work consisted in painting and general repairs at the 
high school. The boys’ basement at the Longfellow 
School was greatly improved, but next year the girls’ 
basement.will need attention, the outside of the build- 
ing will need painting, and the old coils should be re- 
placed by modern radiators. I feel that enough coal 
could be saved in a very short time to pay for this 
change. : 

FINANCIAL 


This coming year is bound to be a hard year to 
keep the schools up to standard and not to spend more 
money than the amount for which we are asking. Our 
state money from the school census will be less next 
year, and the prospects are that the tuition money will 
also be less. | 

I feel that the work in Music has been especially 
good this year. Music appreciation has been stressed 
and the Rythmic Bands in the lower grades, the Har- 
monica Bands in the upper grades, the grade school 
orchestra, the high school orchestra, and the training 
received in the Salvation Army Band have all helped in- 
crease an interest in Music. : 

The summer term and the evening school will be 
described in other reports. | 

The cooperation of the dentists and doctors has 
especially helped the health program, which is with- 

out doubt one of the strongest in the State. 
. In conclusion, I wish to express on my own behalf, 
and: also in behalf of the other school officials, our ap- 
preciation of the cooperation of all who have made the 
year a pleasant and successful one.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL 


| To the Superintenednt of Schools: 


I beg to submit herewith my fifth annual report’ 
of the Sanford High School. 


We graduated the largest class in our history 
in June. Seventy-five pupils received diplomas graded 
according to the quality of their work. A large per- 
centage of this class have gone on to higher institutions 
where they are making good records. 


During the summer we tried the experiment of a 
Summer School for Freshmen and Sophomores who 
were falling behind in their work. We had a registra- 
tion of ninety. Eigthy-five secured credits for work 
during the six-week’s period. Forty-three made up all 
deficiences and came back to school with a clean slate. 
ae total cost to the town was $570 or a cost per pupil 
of $7.25. 


The registration at the present time by classes is 
as follows: 


Seniors, 85 
Juniors, 13 
Sophomores, 106 
Freshmen, 115 
Post Graduates, 3 
Total, 382 


There have been a few more changes in the faculty 
than usual. Mr. Bridges, Miss Brock, Mr. Small, Mr. 
Storer, and Miss Nichols have left. Miss Bridges, 
Miss Emery, Miss Everett, Mr. Numan, Mr. Prescott, 
and Miss Vallely take their places. 


We have tried to do a few more things this year to 
strengthen the curriculum. Physical education 1s re- 
quired of the three lower classes. The usual physical 
examinations have been conducted by the school physi- 
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cian. In addition, through the courtesy of the Hen- 
rietta D. Goodall Hospital and the splendid cooperation 
of all doctors, pupils have been given a thorough, 
searching, examination with special reference’to heart, 
lungs, kidneys, and blood pressure. This is going to ° 
be very valuable in our efforts to improve the physical 
well being of our pupils. I hope that parents will 
appreciate this noteworthy case of community coopera- 
- tion. | 


Another forward step this year has been the com- 
plete elimination of all the one or two period courses. 
I feel that if a course is worth teaching, enough time 
should be given to it so that both teacher and pupil can 
make it worth while. The school this year offers full 
courses in drawing, musical appreciation, penmanship, 
dramatics, and orchestra. Over one hundred pupils 
are enrolled in these general courses which are optional 
and scheduled at the end of the regular school day. — 


The course in dramatics is new and in line with 
the work as itis being introduced into the larger 
schools. Miss Marjorie Vallely, a graduate of Emer- 
son College, has discovered a full program in taking 
care of this work, the various public speaking contests, 
and work in all English classes in expression. Her 
work has taken a great load from the-English teachers, 
and has enabled them to strengthen their courses ma- 
terially. 


The location of the High School one mile from each 
center of population has always made for some admin- 
istrative difficulties, and has prevented our having a 
school day of the proper length in which to handle our 
varied activities. To meet this need we have recently 
installed a cafeteria in the basement where pupils can 
get a satisfying hot lunch for as little as fifteen cents. 


In closing I would call your attention to the fact 
that the present building is utilized to capacity and that 
more room is needed for the better administration of 
the school.

TRAINING we 


A To the Superintendent of Schools: 


ioe herewith submit my tenth annual report of Voca- 
tional Training as given in the Sanford Public Schools. 


Instruction is given in the grade school shops in 

the following lines of work so far as time and age of 

students permit: Woodworking, Mechanical Drawing, 

Electric Wiring, Plumbing, and Sheet-metal work. In- 

struction and training is given the girls in cooking, 
‘sewing, and household economics. 


The Industrial Arts course in the high school is of 
two years’ duration as in the past. New benches have 
replaced those that have been in use fourteen years. 
A new power saw with horizontal mortiser has recently 
been installed. | 


A Smith-Hughes Textile Course is given in the 
last two years of high school. This course has the 
approval of State and Federal authorities, and the 
financial aid from both sources is substantial. 


The Home Economics Course in the high school 
is of four years’ duration. Miss Lottie Grant resigned 
to go into another line of work. Her place has been 
taken by Miss Alfreda Eaton, a graduate of the four 
year degree course at Farmington Normal School. The 
instruction given is of practical value to any girl. 


State and Federal aid is given for certain phases 
of Home Economics Courses in the grade schools and 
in the high school. 


All of the courses have shown a healthy develop- 
ment both in equipment and content to the increasing 
number who elect them. 


The enrollment in the Evening School this year is 
a little smaller than that of last year; due, no doubt, 
to the business depression which has caused the re-

To the Municipal Officers of the Town of Sanford, Me.: 


The Board of Engineers of Sanford Fire Depart- 
ment hereby submit their Mee for the year ending 
December 31, 1930: 


This Department has responded to 182 alarms, 31 


bell, 143 still, 2 house calls and six fire drills this being © 


in the whole total twelve less than in the year 1929. 
What the department lost in fires in the residential sec- 
tion of the town it made up for in forest fires, they ex- 
ceeded anything of record that can be located, 2425 
hours of forest fires at a cost of $1,212.93 for salaries 
and $69.27 for food furnished, being 1113 hours and 
costing $653.03 for salaries, also food $35.67 over the 
year 1929. Forest Pumper worked a total of 103 hours 
and 1245 gallons of chemical were used. 


The cost of all forest fires, pay, etc., is taken from 
the appropriation for supplies, etc., of this department, 
of the $6,000.00 raised in 1930—$1,282.20 was spent for 
forest fires leaving a balance for incidentals of $4,717.80, 
the operating expenses being $6,073.73 a deficit of $1,- 
355.93 is shown for the year 1930, your Board of En- 
gineers recommend raising more money for the town 
incidentals and paying for forest fire fighting from same 
as the amount recommended by your-engineers for their 
appropriation is based wholly on operating expenses. 


Your equipment at the Fire Station is in excellent 
condition due-to the care given by the permanent fire- 
men. These men have made 1200 business inspections 
during the year 1930. The Board of Engineers extend 
to these men their thanks for their efficient services 
during the year. 


Some more or less trouble has been experienced 
with our whistle failing to operate, this we feel will be 
completely remedied as soon as a larger pipe has been

Extensive repairs have been made to the alarm sys- 
tem, trees trimmed to save ice trouble, whistle machine 
completely overhauled and lines repaired where needed, 
we feel that upon the addition of the larger pipe to the 
whistle the system will operate to the satisfaction of 
all concerned. . 


We believe that economy is necessary for the com- 
ing year of 1931 but do not believe this can be practiced 
below the appropriation of 1930 in this department and 
the same keep up its efficiency required, we believe that 
nothing will be gained and much stands to be lost if the 
department is required to operate for less. 


Your Board of Engineers extend to the officers and 
members of the department their sincere thanks for 
their loyalty to duty and for services rendered, also to 
the permanent firemen for the clean condition of the 
station and the equipment and their attendance to their 
duties. 


Thanks is extended to the Sanford Mills and Spring- 
vale Fire Departments for their readiness to respond 
when needed.

TO THE MUNICIPAL OFFICERS: 


The Board of Engineers of the Springvale Fire De- 
partment, hereby submit their report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1930. 


Your Equipment, in our custody, is in excellent con- 
dition, also the Station is in a very fine state of repair. 
This, in a measure. is due to the pride which the per- 
manent men take in their work and we wish to take this 
opportunity to express our gratitude to them for their 
hearty cooperation. Your inspection is cordially invited 
at any time. 


The Records for the past year show that the De- 
partment has answered 102 Calls. Seven of these were 
Bell Alarms and the remainder were Still Alarms. ‘This 
record number of calls and a Fire Loss of only Four 
Hundred Dollars is, we consider, a very creditable show- 


ing. 


This year we have added a Portable Forest Fire 
Pump to our equipment. In the past we have been se- 
riously handicapped for want of suitable apparatus to 
combat forest fires but with the addition of this piece 
we feel that we are in a much better position to protect 
the property of the rural taxpayer. 


In the near future we hope to connect our fire alarm 
system with Sanford Fire Station. This will give us 
instant communication with the Sanford Department and 
when in need of communication with the Sanford De- 
partment and when in need of assistance we will be able 
to summon it instantly from the nearest Fire Alarm 
Box. ‘The cost of this installation will be very small in 
comparison with its value to the Department.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN, ASSESSORS, AND 
| OVERSEERS OF THE POOR 


To the Citizens of Gariferd: 


In presenting our annual report for the year 1930, 
we wish to briefly mention a few expenditures. 


Upon the advice of local insurance agents, we had 


all the municipal buildings and contents insured under 
a schedule rating which gives us a lower rate on insur- 
ance as a whole. All policies have been rewritten on 
a three year basis to terminate on a one, two and three 


year schedule. We have kept account of these insur-. 


ance premiums and would recommend that an appro- 
priation be made to cover municipal insurance. 


It was not necessary to expend the appropriation 
raised for the Moulton Road in South Sanford, as the 
State Aid Road was laid out and constructed at this loca- 
tion. 


We have endeavored to keep the poor accounts as 
low as possible, but, as you are all aware, we have la- 
bored under heavy difficulties due to the serious lack of 
employment. The local Sanford Mills and Maynard 
Hobbs of Alfred cooperated with us very generously in 
handling the fuel situation. We were allowed to cut 
wood on these priviately owned lots, and citizens who 
were in absolute need of fuel were allowed to cut their 
own wood, the only expense to the town being the cost 
of delivery. The overdraft in the relief department has 
been cared for by a temporary loan, authorized he ap- 
proved by your finance committee. 


In the 1914 report the Selectmen make the follow- 
ink statement: “We think that a majority of the voters 
of this town have but a faint idea of the amount of work 
necessary to be done for a town of eleven thousand in- 
habitants, in order to effectually perform the duties of 
Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor—.” 
Without comment on our part we wish to submit the 
following figures for your inspection.

AUDITOR'S REPORT 


Mr. Anson Quint, Chairman 
~ Board of Selectmen 
Sanford, Maine. 


When I came into office in March 1930, the records 
of the Town from the first of the year to the date of 
election had’ been completed and the audited warrants 
were on file. . 


» The same system of preparing the weekly warrants, 
auditing the bills and payrolls before payment has been 
continued through the year and a summary of each 
week’s orders issued by the Selectmen and paid by the 
Treasurer has been published in the Sanford Tribune. 


TOWN OF SANFORD I EAgé 


All of the bills paid by the Town have had the ap- 
proval of the auditor. 


The system of handling the orders for the Poor De- 
partment which was installed last year has been con- 
tinued. ‘The merchants return the duplicate orders with 
the bills and these are filed together. These orders 
have been issued not only for groceries, but also for fuel, 
milk and clothing. A new list of groceries to be allowed 
to the people receiving help from the Town has been 
prepared and printed. Copies of this list have been 
given out to those being aided and to the grocers. 


The Tax Collector’s records have been checked at 
regular times during the year and the collections for 
the fiscal year and past years proven. 


A loose leaf ledger has been installed in the Treas- 
urer’s office. ‘This was recommended by Mrs. Eastman 
last year. This ledger facilitates the audit and recon- 
ciliation with the Selectmen and the Tax Collector’s rec- 
ords and gives a ready reference to all income. 


The ledger in the Selectmen’s office has been kept 
in double entry form. These changes make the system 
in the ‘Town office modern and in keeping with good 
business practice. 


The installation of a daily cash receipts record in 
the office of the Town Clerk and Tax Collector is strong- 
ly recommended. With this installation the Town will 
have a complete system:of which it can well be proud. 


The records of the Treasurer, Selectmen, Superin- 
tendent of Schools and Town Clerk and Tasc Collector 
have teen checked with my records and are, I believe,

TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 
1930 


The 1930 Committment of Poll Taxes reached the 
sum total of $11,448.00; the Real Estate and Personal 
Property committment $461,688.42; making a total com- 
mittment of $473,136.42, being an increase of $27,645.97 
over the 1929 committment. 


Poll Taxes were, as in prior years, committed May 


1st. I believe it-is unnecessary to commend on the col- 
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lection of this tax. I only call your attention to the 
list of abatements. 409 out of 3816 polls committed were 
abated for some reason. 24 were in the hands of Con 
stables at the time of making this report. : 


It is possible, and very probable, that some of the 
reasons shown for non-collection are in error. Will say 
that any error reported to this office will receive imme- 
diate attention and the collection made. My report 
comes from the Constable, and I must, in most cases, 
take that report as final. 


Automobile Excise Tax 


Results from the collection of motor vehicle taxes 
by this method proves its worth. There are no abate- 
ments, and those that ride, pay. I was committed with 
the amount of $22,500.00 as the possible collection from 
this tax. Collection of $24,101.04 were made and paid 
to the Town Treasurer, being $2,601.04 in excess of com- 
mittment. 3484 motor vehicles were taxed in the year 
1930, of this number (3484), 247 were transfers, making 
a total of 3237 motor vehicles owned or controlled by 
residents of Sanford in 1930. 2639 motor vehicles were 
taxed in 1929. 


Real Estate owners have had a real problem to meet 
their taxes—lack of employment, empty rents, etc. Par- 
tial payments have been accepted in any amount to as- 
sist the property owners. It was necessary to advertise 
517 parcels December 21, 1930. A portion of these have 
paid since that date, but the majority will be unable to 
pay until more permanent employment is assured.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Sanford: 


Your School Committee beg leave to submit the 
following report concerning the schools of Sanford for 
the year ending December 31, 1930 


For the past two years your School Committee has 
explained in its annual report that it was asking for ap- 
propriations smaller than would be required to run the 
schools without an overdraft. We thought it wise ‘to 
use the balances, and so keep from increasing the amount 
the town would have to raise. Last year we decreased 
the balance over $4,000 and this year we have decreased 
the balance $3,000 more. For two years we have frank- 
ly stated that when these balances were used, larger ap- 
propriations would have to be recommended. We are 
facing that condition this year. 


We realize that not a single cent should be request- 
ed that is not necessary, but we also feel that it is very 
short sighted economy to save at the expense of the 
future prosperity of your boys and girls. 


There never was a time when young people needed 
more training to meet the critical conditions that exist 
today, and we feel that Sanford desires to meet these 


needs. 


We feel that the year has been a successful one,’ 
but the details of the. work, the itemized expenditures, 
and the needs for another year will be fully taken up in 
the report of the Superintendent of Schools.

Since the School Report was made up, the follow- 
ing report was received from the State Department of 
Education. Because of the Excise Tax placed on automo- 
biles, a large amount of taxable property was taken away 
from the assessed valuation of the State. It amounts 
to a 6% reduction in what is known as the State School 
Fund, and in order for you to maintain as good a finan- 
cial situation for next year, it will be necessary for your 
‘Town to increase your appropriation by 6% of what you 
received last year as a State School Fund. 


That means that the printed budget must be in-- 
creased by $1500 as Sanford received $25, eet State School 
Fund last year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
_ OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee of the ‘Town 
of Sanford: 


I herewith submit to you and to the citizens of San- 
ford the following report concerning your public schools, 
this being the thirty-second in the series of annual re- 
ports from the Superintendent of Schools of this town. 


ATTENDANCE 


Much to the surprise of all school officials the en- 
rollment last fall was fully as large as ever before. We 
had heard about so many families leaving town that we 
expected to see the effect in a smaller enrollment, but 
evidently the families with children are remaining in 
town. The attendance has been wonderfully good this 
year. Some schools have kept for weeks without a 
single pupil being absent or tardy. Nearly one-half of 
the pupils had perfect attendance records during the fall 
term. ‘The increased enrollment at the High School is 
the outstanding feature of the school system. 


During the ten years from 1908 to 1918 the enroll- 
ment in the two high schools had a constant growth 
from about 120 to the 200 mark. During the next five 
years the fall enrollment increased another 100, reach- 
ing the 300 mark in the fall of 1923. ‘The next five years 
added another 100 pupils to the school, so that we had 
a 400 pupil High School in the fall of 1928. During the 
past two years the rate of growth has been about the 
same, so that we may naturally look forward to a school 
of 500 within the next three years. Of course, if in- 
dustrial conditions should improve so that families would 
be attracted to Sanford, this number would be reached 
much earlier. Our present school building was built 
when we had an enrollment of 300. Today with an en- 
rollment rapidly approaching 450, the present plant is 
entirely inadequate. We have had to increase the length 
of the school day, and shall probably have to lengthen 
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the sessions still further. This compelled us to install 
a school cafeteria. Today we are feeding 240 in a base- 
ment corridor, and the pupils have to go to lunch in sev- 
tral relays. 


We feel that the corrective work in Physical Edu- 
cation has proven its worth and needs no defense. It 
was very gratifying to the several school officials from 
Sanford who attended the state meeting on Physical 
Education to hear one of the leading experts of the 
country refer to the work being done in our own town 
as one of the outstanding pieces of work being done in 
the country. 


The school officials have realized for some time 
that steps would have to be taken to meet these changed 
conditions. At first all felt that nothing should be done 
at present, but daily contact with citizens who were 
not able to clothe and feed their children, men who did 
not want charity, but simply a chance to work for an 
honest living, has made us feel that what must be done 
within a year or two, should be done at once, and done 
wholly by Sanford labor. Building material is very 
cheap, and the increase in this one item would pay the 
interest on a bond issue for some time. 


The school officials have studied the needs of. the Ne 
children of Sanford very carefully, and have a plan to x 
submit to the voters that would take care of high school 
needs for years to come. The American people real- 
ize that the children of today need a better fit than ever 
before to meet the critical conditions they are bound 
to meet. Sanford has always stood in the front rank 
in education, and we believe the citizens want her to 
retain that place. Sanford has always been generous 
in the school opportunities she has given her children, 
but it is pleasing to find that the cost figured either on 
a per pupil basis, on a per capita basis of population, 
or on a valuation of the town shows that the Sanford 
schools rank much lower in cost than the great majority 
of schools of the same size in the State. 


TEACHERS 


As usual we have a few changes in our teaching 
force. Hillman O. Fallon was added to the High School 
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faculty as teacher-coach, and has done the school a 
great deal of good. We feel that time will show real 
results. The cooperation of the townspeople, perhaps 
led by Fred Nutter and Frank Hoyle, has been most 
gratifying. We felt last year that we were asking Ar- 
thur Sager, who left us last spring, to do more than any 
one person could do well. Ee men have left a better 
influence in the school and in the town than that left 
by Arthur Sager. His many friends will watch his fu- 
ture growth with much interest. 

This year the work in physical education has been 
entirely separated from the work in athletics, and we 
have found that we have obtained better results in both 
lepartments. 

Miss Kathryn B. Mahaney was added to the High 
School faculty to take the place of Miss Doris Bridges, 
and also to have charge of the orchestra. Sanford High 
School was very fortunate’to have had the influence of 
a teacher like Miss Bridges. ~ I consider her one of the 
strongest teachers | have ever met. Miss Berta Rogers 
joined our force in the middle of the fall term to gain 
Experience as a practice teacher. It is pleasant to re- 
port that Sanford has an exceptionally strong High 
School faculty and the work done by Sanford pupils 
after leaving school is a great credit to their efforts. 


In the elementary.schools Ethel I. Lombard at the 
Emerson, Lillian Greenlaw, Glennys Lovejoy, Eliza- 
beth Ham, and Doris Jones at the Longfellow, Gladys 
Bridges at Mount Hope, and Ada Anderson, Supervisor 
of Penmanship are new this year. They are all doing 
excellent work, and have added to the strength of the 
teaching force. 

Besides the new teachers, several transfers have 
been made. Eva W. Ford was taken from the Edison 
building to take the place left vacant by the death of 
Ethel Hobbs. Not only the School Department, but the 
entire community suffered a very great loss when Miss 
Hobbs left us. Her influence still lives, and will always 
live in the memory of all who knew her. Beatrice Lib- 
by was transferred from Mount Hope to the Edison 
School, Helen Wiggin was changed from the Longfellow 
to the Roosevelt, and Florrie Wright from the Roose- 
velt to the Longfellow. Marion Clark returned to the 
Hamlin School after a year’s leave of absence.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Piece have been but few changes in the adminis- 
trative work of the High School during the last year. 
Our work has been a matter of smoothing out difficul- 
ties brought about by the changes of previous years. 


The idea of Spring promotions worked out so suc- 
cessfully that I would recommend a further trial this 
year. While there is necessarily some adjustment to 
make for pupils who cannot enter in the Spring, yet the 
greater number get well started on their new work at 
a time of year when interest usually lags. - 


Miss Doris A. Bridges and Mr. Arthur W. Sager 
left us in June after a long and efficient service. Miss 
Dorothy Jordan was obliged to ask for leave of absence 
early in the fall term. Mrs. William Clarke has taken 
Miss Jordan’s classes, and Miss Kathryn Mahaney was 
elected to fill the vancancy in the English Department. 


After considerable discussion it seemed best to sep- 
arate the work in Physical Education and Athletics which 
Mr. Sager had carried on. The two fields of work are 
so different that they demand different types of men. 
The Physical Education program has been placed in the 
hands of Mr. Justin Nunan, and the Athletics given to 
Mr. Hillman O. Fallon. Both men are doing splendid 
work with the boys. 


The official registration this year has been 417. 
This does not include a number of pupils who failed to 
. stay long enough to be counted. I would call attention 
to the fact that with this number of pupils and the num- 
ber of courses we are offering, the building is inade- 
quate to properly carry on the work. 


Besides more room in which to carry on our work, 
I want to stress again the need of a longer school day. 
With radios in so many homes more and more of the 
study work must be done in school during the day. 
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During the last few years there has come a distinct 
change in the educational policy of our Colleges and 
Normal Schools. ‘This should be called to the attention 
of both pupils and parents. In brief, these institutions 
are picking their students with care, accepting only those 
who are best qualified to do their work. ‘This means 
that our College and Scientific courses must increase the 
amount and quality of their work and only such students 
allowed to take them as show unmistakable evidence of 
ability to do high grade work. 


In accordance with our policy much work has been 
done this year in the development of courses for the 
non-college pupil. The English course which has been 
under development for four years has been accepted by 
the Board. Considerable work has been done on a four 
year course in Social Science. We plan to spend three 
years in perfecting this course. Next year we hope to 
start a number of new courses along business lines with 
special reference to the needs of the boys. 


In closing may I express again my appreciation of 
your cooperation, the helpful friendliness of the Board, 
the earnest loyalty of the Faculty, and the ever-present 
interest of the citizens of the town.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF VOCATIONAL 
TRAINING 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my evelenth annual report of 
Vocational Training as given in the Sanford Public 


Schools. 


The instruction given in the grades is of the trade- 
informative type. This instruction is as thorough as 
time and age of students permit. Wood-working, Me- 
chanical Drawing, Electric Wiring, Plumbing and Sheet- 
metal work are the subjects taught the boys. Instruc- 
tion and training is given the girls in cooking, sewing 
and household economics. 


The first two years of the high school course is In- 
dustrial Arts. Instruction is given in Advanced Wood- 


work and Cabinet Making, Mechanical Drawing, and 
Architectural Drawing. | 


A Smith-Hughes Textile Course is given in the last 
two years of the high school course. This course has 
the approval of State and Federal authorities whose re- 
quirements are rigid. The financial aid from both sourc- 
es is substantial and makes possible the giving of these 
courses with but little town appropriation. 


The Home Economics course in the high school is 
of four years duration. This course receives substan- 
tial State and Federal Aid. This course is one of a very 
few in the state that receives Federal Aid from the 
Smith-Hughes Act. 


All of the courses show a healthy growth in num- 
ber. Equipment is being added as conditions and fi- 


nances permit. 


The enrollment in the Evening School is a little 
smaller than last year. The business depression un- 
doubtedly is the cause of this slip. An increasing large 
number of our evening school students are those who 
have been obliged to stop school because of economic
